Taria Tapioca is found growing sponta- 
neously in almost all the groups of ieisnde in 
the South Pacific, extending from the line to 
the 24th degree of south latitude. .The appear- 
ance of the root from which tapings is made in 
vory similar to an immense yam, some having 
been known to weigh over sixty pounds. The 
natives of these islands use it largely Tor food 
purposes, fret extracting the starch of the root, 
or tapioca, by grating it fine and washing the 
palp in a long canoe through which rune a 
smali stream of fresh water. By washing the 
pulp carefully the starch of the root being 
heaviest dettles at the bottom of the canoe, 
whilst the water carries off the fibrous party, 
By ropesting this procesa several tinea, ali the 
iiber aud obnoxious portions of the root sre re~ 
moved, leaving thy starch, like wet flour, on 
the bottom of the canoe. After draining the 
water off until the taploca becomes of the con- 
sistency of dough, it is made inte amall balla 
and exposed to the sun, which dries them and 
cracks them to pieces, so that they are reduced 
to a four, The Rio tapioca da prepared in the 
kame manner, except when of the consistency 
of thick paste or dough, $t is dried by the pee 
of fire, which cooka it, giving it that trans- 
parent, gummy appearance, alao cansing it to 
require long soaking before cooking. It is be- 
lieved that this root would grow in the aouthern 
portion of California not exposed to the frosts,

Inno part of onr country conld it 
be excelled In quality, ond the quantity produced per 
arro can no wherd be excelled, establishing the fact that 
our coll is peculiarly ndapted to that kind of husbandry, 
By ordinary care, a farge supply, ani even n surplus 
of thess articles can bs prodcecd over and above all 
thit may ke required for home eorsumption. Let it 
once be known, asit onght fn justice to be, that our soll 
vill pro: gcens abundenily ss onr mings, and emiera~ 
tion wil Cow fo upon co with great rapidity. The chow 
of stoci of all varieties was more than creditable to s 
cuantry much older than ours, ond wonld have nston= 
ished tho stock-crowers of tho old States, aud ciused 
theta to n onder how so much could bodonein so short a 
time. Thespeak for this Xoclety the fostering caro of 
the Legislature. believing that as its objects are promo- 
ted cur prosperity will he greatly advanced. 

It has occurred to me, froma somewhat sttentiya pe- 
rogal of onr existing statutes, that o careful revision Is 
much needed to p.oduce that harmony necessary tos 
success ul administration of them.

X 
make the sagz stion, and Ivave yon to take such action 
as your better jadgmeat may indicate.

1 regret to say that it {3 openly disregarded in all of onr 
towns, and koes unpenished—whother from a defect in 
tho lat, or the ineficlency of public efficers, fam nnable 
tosay. Ifthe latter, I suggest that some spectu penalty 
bo preseribed es attaching to theso who neglect to do 
their duty. Tho penalties for such offences go to the 
Schoo) Fund, and bat one county (yon) has ever paid 
from that source orything {nto the Treasury, Such 
ne, tecta are culpable in themsclyes, and highly detri- 
racatal to publio morals. 

The gmaunt of bullion shipped by public conveyance 
from the Territory, since the session of the Tast Leévisla~ 
ture, will arcunt to about $15 000,000.
